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BLOWS BRAINS OUT 
WITH OWN SOOT GUN 


Barney Schuemer, 48-year-old bach­ 
elor farm er, blew his brains out with 
a shot gun Tuesday afternoon on his 
farm three miles north of New Ham ­ 
burg. 
Schuemer, ever since the bank fail 
ure at Oran, a year ago, last fall, at 
which tim e he lost a large sum 
of 
money, has been mentally disturbed 
and last March, at the request of his 
relatives, was tried by a jury at Ben­ 
ton to determine his sanity. 
Nine of 
the tw elve jurors returned a verdict 
that he w as sane and capable of tak 
ing care of his own business. 
The 
other three jurors refused to sign the 
release, declaring that he was men­ 
tally unbalanced. 
Since that tim e, despite the jurors 
decision, 
his 
relatives 
have been 
keeping a careful watch 
over 
him 
and his brother, Joe, has been living 
with him on his ginseng farm. Schue 
mer had made a great success of rais­ 
ing this valuable medical herb 
and 
was regarded as one of the wealth 
iest men of that section. 
Shuemer was last seen alive by his 
brother, Joe, who went over 
to 
a 
neighbors to assist in making 
sor­ 
ghum. 
A t two o’clock he saw Schue 
mer in the garden working and about 
six that night, when Joe went home 
to prepare supper, 
he 
entered 
the 
house 
and 
found 
his brother lying 
dead in a pool of blood on* the floor, 
his brains scattered all over the room. 
He locked the house and notified 
the coroner and sheriff at Cape Gir­ 
ardeau, who in 
turn, 
called H. 
J. 
W elsh, coroner of Scott County. Mr. 
W elsh, 
accompanied 
by 
Constable 
Dill, fastened to the scene to conduct 
an official investigation. 
No inquest was deemed necessary 
as the death 
was 
clearly 
brought 
about by suicide. 
The supposition is 
that Schuemer stood the gun on the 
floor, looked down the 
barrel with 
his left eye and pressed the trigger 
off bq means of a stick found close 
by. 
The head was horribly m utilat­ 
ed, the entire top 
and 
back being 
blown off and brains, blood and frag­ 
ment* of the skull being 
scattered 
ail over the ceiling and walls. 
The body was taken to Cape Gir­ 
ardeau to be prepared for burial and 
the funeral services were held 
on 
Thursday morning at the New Ham ­ 
burg 
Catholic Church, 
Father 
C. 
Moenig presiding. 
Interment 
in the 
New Hamburg Catholic Cemetery. 
Schucner was born 
June 
1, 1878 
and was 48 years, 4 months and 
11 
dyas old.

If a stranger should ask you

ests within the town. These are the 
men who are generally considered to 
be the leaders 
of the community. 
They, for the most part, 
are 
men 
whose interests have 
been 
handed 
down to them from their parents and 
grandparents, men 
whose 
position 
and 
prestige in the community 
is 
as much a part of their heritage as 
their fortunes. Their forebears were 
the pioneers of the community; they 
are the men who had the foresighted­ 
ness to see the future of this section; 
they are the men who had the faith 
to stay with and the courage to la­ 
bor and bring about the present de­ 
velopment which this district has at­ 
tained. 
And with the 
development 
of the community these men 
pros­

In his survey of the political situ­ 
ation in Missouri, Richard V. Oulah- 
an of the New York Times slipped in­ 
to an error.

Hawes points out that while 
the Government receives only about 
half a billion in revenue through the 
high tariffs levied under the Ford­ 
ney-McCumber law, the people of the 
United States pay about $4,000,000,- 
000 in higher prices, all of the excess 
over the taxes going into the pockets 
of the tariff barons. 
Senator Williams, on

hand, supports the plundering Ford­ 
ney-McCumber tariff law and 
offers 
as his measure of relief for the 


farmers more 
tariff 
taxation. 
He 
wants a 
protective 
tariff 
for the 
farmers, on farm proucts. 
That was 
tried, without success. 
The experi­ 
ment was unnecessary. 
The farm ­ 
ers having a huge surplus to dispose 
of are not in a position to profit by 
protection. 
Except for a slight com­ 
petition from Canada, the farmer is 
in no danger of a flood of agricul­ 
tural 
products 
coming 
into 
the 
country in competition with his pro­ 
ducts. 
The Post-Dispatch holds that the 
tariff is the greatest present nation­ 
al issue. It touches every citizen, and 
when we say touches we mean it not 
only affects every citizen, but touch­ 
es his pocketbook. 
The Post-Dispatch has exposed in 
a series of articles all the workings 
of the Fordney-McCumber tariff law.

tariff barons who are in control

Watson says they do a profitable bus­ 
iness without tariff protection.

says they need no tariff 
protection,

tions—so good that they never have 
had any trouble with their employes. 
That cannot be said for the protect­ 
ed industries. 
The real political issues 
in 
this 
country are economic. 
The biggest 
economic issue is the tariff. 
We be­ 
lieve that 
when 
the 
people

thoroughly awake to the iniquities of 
the existing

law, 
when 
the 
farmers realize how

them, the tariff Lssue, as in the Cleve­

States Crop Reporting Board of a 
cotton crop amounting to 16,720,000 
bales. There remains on hand in the 
various warehouses of 
the 
country 
from last year’s crop, 5,000,000 bales 
whieh must be added to the total of 
this year’s crop. Deducting from that 
total, the 6,500,000 bales which this 
country will use this year, we are left 
with a surplus of 15,500,000 bales to 
be disposed of elsewhere. 
In 
1925, 
the United States exported 8,205,000 
bales and it is hardly probable that 
there will be a foreign demand for a 
greater amount of cotton this year 
for the following reasons. 
In 1925, 
the world produced 27,800,000 bales 
of cotton and the world’s mills 
ab­ 
sorbed 22,640,000 
bales 
leaving 
a 
surplus supply of 5,000,000 bales. The 
foreign crop this year 
is 
fully 
as 
large as it was last and the demand 
for cotton is no greater than it was 
last year. 
Consequently, 
we 
find 
that the American farmers have pro­ 
duced several million bales of cotton 
more than can be consumed by 
the 
world’s market. 
Hence, the present 
price. 
At that price, the cotton farmer 
faces disaster. 
He cannot make the 
price of his investment, to say noth­ 
ing of any profit on the same. There 
is, at present, a conference of 
the 
leaders of the South at Memphis, to 
bring about relief 
for 
the 
farmer. 
That relief which is held out is based 
upon a plan of stabilizing the mar­ 
ket and releasing only enough cotton 
from time to time to actually meet 
the demands of the market. To suc­ 
ceed, the cotton crop for next year, 
and for the succeeding years must 
be curtailed at least one-third. 
The 
farmers must turn to 
other 
crops. 
Locally, where other crops grow' 
so 
abundantly, we hope that the farm ­ 
ers will take up diversified farming, 
to dairying and to poultry 
raising. 
Cotton 
growing, 
whatever be 
the 
price the crop bring, is not worth the 
cost and sacrifice of farming 
ideals 
wrhich it entails and the richness 
it 
takes from the soil.

Wiring 
Diagram 
of the 
Five-Tube, 
Three-Control 
Radio-Frequency Re- 
ceiver Described in This Article.

In New York Herald-Tribune. 
Simplicity, efficiency and high qual­ 
ity, all combined, are the arguments 
for the receiver described In this ar­ 
ticle, The circuit was first worked out 
from a simplicity end efficiency angle. 
Trick features have been eliminated, 
but every possible little development 
for Improvement In operation has been 
Incorporated. 
The circuit Is shown In the Illustra­ 
tion. Two stages of highly efficient 
tuned radio frequency amplification, a 
detector and two real stages of audio­ 
frequency ampliflcE-tlon certify to long 
distance range and the best of tone 
quality In reception. 
Three low-loss pickle bottle colls, 
combined with high quality stralght- 
llne frequency condensers are the 
major factors In selectivity. The os­ 
cillation control permits operation Just 
below the oscillation point of the tube 
and Insures maximum performance 
with the best tone quality and a mini­ 
mum drain on the “B” batteries. 
One of the particular features of this 
circuit is the efficiency of the e-udlo 
stages, not only In the selection of 
good transformers, but also In the 
proper use of by-pass condensers In or­ 
der to filter out all stray radio-fre­ 
quency currents and extraneous noises. 
There remains much that Is still to be 
learned about the Intelligent use of by­ 
pass condensers. 
“C" battery in the grid returns of 
the audio transformers is another 
factor in good audio amplification. The 
loud speaker can be plugged In on 
either the first or second stage jack 
of the audio-frequency amplifier. The 
last Jack Is filament control for the 
last tube, so there Is no unnecessary 
current consumption when only the 
first stage Is used.

The sockets are uni­ 
versal and therefore permit the use 
of either storage battery or dry cell 
types of tubes. A resilient spring ac­ 
tion In the socket design assures a 
perfect contact and the elimination of 
mlcropbonic noises by its non-rigidity.

defentw 
much urged 
against this ‘crime wave' is not a de­ 
fense at all. 
The remedy—or what­ 
ever it is—which is most urged is, 
that, when a boy commits a crime he 
should be tried 
and 
sentenced 
as 
quickly r*s possible and then put be­ 
hind bars for as long a time as pos­ 
sible. 
“The responsibility for crime has 
been put solely on 
the 
criminals. 
This is the easy way, because by put­ 
ting 
the 
responsibility 
upon 
the 
criminal we dodge all our own re 
sponsibilities. 
We think that the re 
sposibility for the young man 
who 
turns criminal is not to be put 
on 
him, but is squarely on society. 
It is 
time we took a look at ourselves.

The bottom, figuratively speaking, 
has dropped out of the cotton market 
with the estimate 
of 
the 
United 
States Crop Reporting Board of a 
cotton crop amounting to 16,720,000 
bales. There remains on hand in the 
various warehouses of 
the 
country 
from last year’s crop, 5,000,000 bales 
which must be added to the total of 
this year’s crop. Deducting from that 
total, the 8,500,000 bales which this 
country will use this year, w'e are left 
with a surplus of 15,500,000 bales to 
be disposed of elsewhere. 
In 
1925, 
the United States exported 8,205,000 
bales and it is hardly probable that 
there will he a foreign demand for a 
greater amount of cotton this year 
for the following reasons. 
In 1926, 
the world produced 27,800,000 bales 
of cotton and the world’s mills 
ab­ 
sorbed 22,640,000 
bales 
leaving 
a 
surplus supply of 6,000,000 bales. The 
foreign crop this year 
is 
fully 
as 
large as it was last and the demand 
for cotton is no greater than it was 
last year. 
Consequently, 
we 
find 
that the American farmers have pro­ 
duced several million bales of cotton 
more than can be consumed by 
the 
world’s market. 
Hence, the present 
price. 
At that price, the cotton farm er 
faces disaster. 
He cannot make the 
price of his investment, to say noth­ 
ing of any profit on the same. There 
is, at present, a conference of 
the 
leaders of the South at Memphis, to 
bring about relief 
for 
the 
farmer. 
That relief which is held out is based 
upon a plan of stabilizing the m ar­ 
ket and releasing only enough cotton 
from time to time to actually meet 
the demands of the market. 
To suc­ 
ceed, the cotton crop for next year, 
and for the succeeding years muat 
be curtailed at least one-third. 
The 
farmers must turn to 
other 
crops. 
Locally, where other crops grow’ 
so 
abundantly, we hope that the farm ­ 
ers will take up diversified farming, 
to dairying and to poultry 
raising. 
Cotton 
growing, 
whatever 
be 
the 
price the crop bring, is not worth the 
cost and sacrifice of farming 
ideals 
which it entails and the richness 
it 
takes from the soil.
